EUGENE, Ore. -- The Hult Center will be a busy place Tuesday, Nov. 20, as some 4,800 
fourth and fifth graders and their teachers throng Silva Hall for the season’s first 
Bohemia/Eugene Symphony Orchestra Youth Concerts. 

The program is about 45 minutes long, and will be performed twice: at 10:15 a.m. 
and at 12:30 p.m. Children from 53 schools throughout the region will arrive in a fleet of 85 
busses. Both performances are sold out. 

The featured work on the program is the world premiere of Gregory Smith’s "Mr. 
Smith’s Composition," commissioned by Music Director and Conductor Marin Alsop 
specifically for these concerts. Smith, a New York-based composer and arranger, will be in 


Eugene to narrate the first performance.

Smith says that his 12-minute-long work for orchestra with narrator is both enjoyable 
and educational. "I hope it shows a little about the process of writing music," he comments. 
"I also wanted to write something that I would enjoy writing. If you trust your instincts and 
write what’s in your heart, it shows through in the music." 

Being on stage together won’t be new for Smith and Alsop. In addition to writing 
concert music, music for commercials, and arrangements for musicals, Smith has composed 
music for a number of independent films. Smith and Alsop first met in 1982 when she was 
concertmaster for one of his film — "I have conducted her many times," he said. He 
has also composed music for Alsop’s New York-based chamber symphony, CONCORDIA. 

Also on the program will be television commentator Russell Sadler narrating "Till 
Eulenspiegel’s Merry Pranks" by Richard Strauss. And there’s even a movie: "Love, Speed 
and Thrills," a score by Dave Rimelis, will be performed while a movie plays on screen. 
The Orchestra performed the piece at a Superpops concert last season. 

The opening fanfare of Strauss’ "Also Sprach Zarathustra," better known as the theme 
from the film "2001: A Space Odyssey," is on the program. Ending the concert, Alsop will 
lead the audience and the Orchestra in the song "I Bought Me a Cat," arranged by Aaron 
Copland, which the children have been learning in their classes. 

Learning the song at school is just part of how the concert fits into the curriculum. 
Schools have teachers packets that outline the concert, explain how an orchestra works and 
list good books on music at the Eugene Public Library. A cassette tape with listening 
exercises is also included. 

The concerts are coordinated by Eugene Symphony Orchestra board members Amy Jo 


Butler and Lorna Hudson. Butler is also a second violinist with the Orchestra.

"The concert is aimed at all students," Butler said. "You don’t have to be a music 
student for music to be a part of your life." 

This is just the beginning of a busy season for the Bohemia/Eugene Symphony 
Orchestra Youth Concerts. The concert for middle school children is in March, the Tiny Tots 
concert for pre-schoolers is in April, and the Orchestra plays for high school students in May. 
In addition, about 20 ensembles will travel to schools throughout the region. In all, the 
Orchestra will reach some 16,000 children this season. 

Admission to the Nov. 20 concert is $1.50 for each student and adult. But thanks to 
grants from Bohemia Inc. and the Hult Endowment of the Eugene Arts Foundation, no one 
will be denied access because of inability to pay. 

This concert is produced specifically for elementary school classes that have pre- 
registered with the Orchestra office. It is not open to the general public.

The first woman to be awarded the prestigious Koussevitsky Conducting Prize, Marin Alsop 
has quickly gained a reputation as one of America’s leading young conductors. 


This year, Ms. Alsop enters her second season as Music Director and Conductor of the Eugene 
Symphony Orchestra, where she will conduct a full series of classical and pops concerts. This 
year marks the Eugene Symphony’s 25th Anniversary Season. 


History was made at the Boston Pops Orchestra this past May when Ms. Alsop became the first 
woman to conduct the orchestra in its 107 year history. This past season included debut 
performances with the New York Philharmonic, The National Symphony, the New World 
Symphony in Florida, the Louisville Orchestra and the Utah Symphony. 


This past Summer, she conducted the Aspen Music Festival Chamber Symphony, and in 
December, 1990, she debuts with the Philadelphia Orchestra. Other future engagements include 
debuts with the Los Angeles Philharmonic where she will be the first woman to ever conduct a 
week of subscription concerts, the Minnesota Orchestra, the Milwaukee Symphony, the Rochester 
Philharmonic, the Buffalo Symphony and the San Jose Symphony. 


In addition to her duties with the Eugene Symphony Orchestra, Ms. Alsop is beginning her tenure 
as Music Director of the Long Island Philharmonic. She continues as Artistic Director of 
CONCORDIA: A CHAMBER SYMPHONY, the unique 50-piece orchestra she founded in 1984 
which combines classical repertoire with new American jazz and 20th century works in a concert 
series in New York’s Lincoln Center. 


Ms. Alsop had the unprecedented honor of being twice awarded the Leonard Bernstein 
Conducting Fellowship to the Tanglewood Music Festival in 1988 and 1989. At Tanglewood, 
she studied with Leonard Bernstein, Seiji Ozawa and Gustav Meier. In 1989, Ms. Alsop was 
a prize winner in the Leopold Stokowski Conducting Competition sponsored by the American 
Symphony Orchestra. And this past July she joined Leonard Bernstein and Michael Tilson 
Thomas to conduct at the first Pacific Music Festival in Sapporo, Japan. 


A native New Yorker, Marin Alsop attended Yale University and received her Masters Degree 
from the Juilliard School. Both of her parents perform in the New York City Ballet Orchestra, 


where her father is concertmaster.

ARTISTIC DEVELOPMENT WORKSHOPS PROVE INNOVATIVE SUCCESS FOR 
EUGENE SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA’S 25TH ANNIVERSARY SEASON 


EUGENE, Ore. -- The Eugene Symphony Orchestra has started the season playing to an 
empty house. It’s sort of like Spring Training for musicians, or an orchestra refresher course. 

| Whatever you call it, call it a success. An innovative series of six "Artistic Develop- 
ment Workshops" has indeed raised the Eugene Symphony Orchestra to a new artistic peak in 
time for their 25th Anniversary Season. 

The six workshop rehearsals, funded primarily by a $15,000 grant from the Hult 
Endowment of the Eugene Arts Foundation, gave the Orchestra extra time to prepare for the 
current season without the pressure of preparing a specific concert program, and to adapt to 
the unique acoustic environment of the Silva Concert Hall. The balance of the Workshop’s 


costs came from Symphony operating funds.

Marin Alsop, who begins her second season as Music Director and Conductor of the 
Symphony, said the Workshops have already paid off prior to the season opening. "Aud- 
iences are in for a treat this season: The Orchestra already sounds even better than at the end 
of last season -- and we haven’t even had our first concert yet." 

In fact, when the Orchestra did open the 25th Anniversary Season in a sold-out concert 
Oct. 11, reviews were glowing. The (Eugene) Register-Guard wrote the Orchestra earned 
"well-deserved cheers and shouts of Bravo!... In all ways the orchestra showed significant 
improvement, the result perhaps of the half-dozen extra ‘workshop’ rehearsals that Alsop has 
held." 

David Stabler, music critic of The (Portland) Oregonian noted, "By the end of the 
concert, it was clear that Alsop is a conductor with original ideas and a sure technical grasp 
of the music. The string sections have improved noticeably...." 

Ms. Alsop appreciates how unique the Workshops are. "This is a new concept for 
me," she says. "Who’s ever heard of an orchestra rehearsing when no concerts are 
scheduled? Playing for no apparent reason other than the sake of playing? This is a great 
opportunity not just for the Orchestra, but for everyone in the audience as well." 

"This has really been a wonderful opportunity for the players," says Ron Johnson, 
Symphony Executive Director. "Marin has very much appreciated being able to work with 
the Orchestra -- having the chance to the develop deeper stylistic nuances that make this a 
truly first-rate orchestra -- without the pressure of preparing for a specific program.

"The community was amazed at the improvement in playing after Marin’s first 
season," Johnson noted. "And they are definitely hearing an even better orchestra, now that 
we’re finished with the Workshop series." 

Johnson also noted that the Workshops, in addition to improving the overall artistic 
quality of the Orchestra, directly benefit the players themselves, who earn an extra week of 
paid rehearsals. The improvement in sound will also be heard in the many other ensembles 
that utilize Eugene Symphony players. 

Each of the Orchestra’s four sections had the opportunity to work alone with Ms. 
Alsop to increase their ensemble skills. Ms. Alsop chose the ten prepared works to cover the 
style of Classical, Romantic, Modern and Contemporary music, most of which will be 
performed during the current season. 

It’s not often that Orchestra policy comes from a second chair trombonist, but the 
nexus for the Artistic Development Workshops came from the Symphony players themselves 
in an "Open Forum" held in February, 1990. Trombonist Ron Bertucci echoed other 
musicians’ strong desire to improve their ensemble playing skills and to have additional time 
working with Ms. Alsop. 

There was also a concern about achieving a deeper understanding of stylistic nuances 
she might desire in a variety of musical styles and situations. Additionally, since the 
availability of orchestra rehearsal time in the acoustic environment of the Silva Concert Hall 
is limited, members wanted to learn how to adapt their playing in the hall, and to enhance the 
sound of the Orchestra.

Marin Alsop may very well become the first woman to make an international career in 
a field dominated by men. She is the only woman to have won the Koussevitsky Conducting 
Prize, and has twice been awarded the Leonard Bernstein Fellowship for conducting at the 
Tanglewood Music Festival. In addition to Bernstein, she has studied with Seiji Ozawa and 
Gustav Meier, and was a 1989 prize winner in the Leopold Stokowski Conducting Com- 
petition. In addition to her duties with the Eugene Symphony Orchestra, she is Music 
Director and Conductor of the Long Island Philharmonic and of CONCORDIA: A Chamber 
Symphony, which she founded in 1984. 

She also pursues a busy schedule of guest conducting with major symphony orchestras 
throughout the United States. The past summer, she conducted the New York Philharmonic, 
the Aspen Music Festival Chamber Symphony, and became the first woman to ever conduct 
the Boston Pops Orchestra. In December, 1990, she conducts the Philadelphia Orchestra, and 
next season, will become the first woman to ever conduct a subscription series concert with 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic. 

The Eugene Symphony’s Symphonic Series kicked off Oct. 11 at Silva Hall ina 
concert featuring pianist Edward Auer. One of the highlights of this Anniversary Season will 
surely be the gala 25th Anniversary Concert, Jan. 23, 1991, featuring super-star violinist 
Nadja Salerno-Sonnenberg.
